Dear Ms. Lipton: 

This is in response to your enclosed April 30, 2015, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request to the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) for, “[a]ll files, records, and reports 
regarding Dan Walker, the former governor of Illinois. ..” The FBI forwarded a responsive 
record, totaling two pages, to the Defense Manpower Data Center (DMDC), which is a 
component of the Office of the Secretary of Defense. In turn, DMDC provided the FBI referral 
to our office for review and direct response to you. Your request and responsive information 
were received in this office on August 2, 2016, and assigned FOIA case number 16-F-1438. We 
ask that you use that number when referring to your request. 

The FBI determined information redacted from the enclosed record is exempt from 
release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which pertains to information the release of which 
would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of individuals; and 
5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(7)(C), which pertains to records or information compiled for law enforcement 
purposes, and the release of which could reasonably be expected to constitute an unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy of individuals. 

In addition, the Chief of the Freedom of Information Act Division, a FOIA Initial Denial 
Authority determined that certain information redacted from the enclosed record is also exempt 
from release pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which pertains to information the release of which 
would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of third parties. 

There are no assessable fees associated with this response in this instance and the portion 
of your request referred to this office is now closed. If you are not satisfied with this response, 
you may submit an administrative appeal for the (b)(6) and (b)(7) (C) redactions applied by the 
FBI to the Director, Office of Information Policy (OIP), U.S. Department of Justice, 1425 New 
York Ave., NW, Suite 11050, Washington, DC 20530-0001, citing FOI/PA # 1222680-001, or 
you may submit an appeal through OIP’s eFOIA portal http://www.iustice.gov/oip/efoia- 
portal.html . The envelope and the letter should be clearly marked “Freedom of Information 
Appeal,” citing the FOIAPA Request Number in any correspondence to the FBI for proper 
identification. 

Additionally, if you are not satisfied with the (b)(6) redactions applied by this office, you 
may contact our OSD FOIA Public Liaison, Jim Hogan, at 571-372-0462 or by email at 
OSD.FOIAPolicy@mail.mil. Alternatively, you have the right to appeal to the appellate 
authority, Ms. Joo Chung, Director of Oversight and Compliance, Office of the Secretary of
